He died in Paris 
in 1875. The influence of Corot on the art of our time cannot 
be overestimated. He lifted landscape painting into the realm 
of idyllic poetry, just as Rousseau gave it a tragic, and Diaz a 
romantic significance. Each man painted according to his feel- 
ings. The spirit of the south which burned in Diaz, the melan- 
choly of an unhappy life which darkened Rousseau, was replaced 
in Corot by a genial gayety of temperament which reflects itself 
in his works.
